Phe Coffee County Commission's 
first night meeting of the year had a 
Short agenda but was rather lengthy 
with lots of discussion taking place 

Representatives from the 
Enterprise Economic Development 
Corporation (EEDC) addressed the 
commission and presented a propos- 
al for increasing the county’s 
strength in developing economical 
ly. 

Brett Morgan, co-chairman of the 
EEDC, told commissioners that the 
board of EEDC had 
voted to explore the possibility of 
expanding their organization to 
make it more county-wide. 

He gave commissioners a brief 
overview of the corporation’s 
accomplishments in the past year 
and what its goals have been, and 
are, since the EEDC was formed 
almost five years ago. 

Morgan noted the corporation’s 
spec program, which helps new 
businesses get a start by providing 
them with facilities and acquiring 
funding. He commented that accom- 
plishments by the corporation have 
not only been beneficial for the city 
of Enterprise, but for Coffee County 
as well 

“Most of you here know there are 
no imaginary lines or boundaries as 
we drive anymore,” said Morgan. 
“Whether we go from Enterprise to 
Elba or Elba to Troy or Montgomery

EEDC does. One, it supports the 
expansion and retention of existing 
businesses and industries by assist-

After Alford addressed the com

lence still rings loud in the minds of 


local students and administrators 
Elba and Coffee County students, 
teachers and administrators joined 
everyone across the nation in listen- 
ing to reports of what had taken 
place at Columbine High School last 


week, and the question of “What if 


this had been us?” seemed to 
emerge. 

“Its really scary to think we have 
kids who are so troubled that they 
believe the only way out is through 


violence,” said Melinda Hodge, a 


Elba’s sewer overhaul one step closer

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening and moved one 
step closer to the major sewer sys- 
tem overhaul which has been in the 
talking and planning stages for the 
past five or six years. 

The council approved a low con- 
struction bid of $1,617,679 from 
Speegle Construction Inc. of Cocoa, 
Florida for the sewer upgrade. Bids 
from the other ten bidders ranged 
upward to $2,676,656.75. Once the 
bid, and the bidder, have been 
approved by USDA — Rural 
Development, construction should 
begin by June Ist and the project is 
expected to be completed in about 
one year. Consulting engineers for 
the project are Pcters Municipal 
Associates, Inc. (PMA) of Dothan. 

Bobby Lee, representing PMA, 
said his firm has worked with 
Speegle and are presently oversee- 
ing a project they are doing in 
Florida, He recommended the firm 
as being well qualified to do the 
Elba work. 

City officials are keenly aware 
that the prime contractor in the 1968 
Elba sewer expansion project filed 
bankruptcy before completing the 
job and the bonding company had to 
find another firm to complete the 
installation. A major problem in that 
renovation was the continuous cay- 
ing in of the trench sides as the wet

sand caused the ever widening 
ditches to become massive holes of 
water and more caving sand. There 
was one death during the 1968 pro- 
ject due to this problem. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
told council members that the 911 
lines have been out of service for 
several days due to problems with 
the phone lines. He assured council 
members that the phone company 
had corrected this problem and the 
emergency system is back in ser- 
vice. 

The chief also told council mem- 
bers about a grant application he is 
preparing. It will be a juvenile crime 
prevention unit and, if approved, 
will be receive 75% federal funding. 
The unit will be a coordinated effort 
between the Elba Police 
Department and the Elba City 
School system and consist of four 
officers. Whitworth said this pro- 
ject, which he has been working on 
for some time, will fit perfectly with 
the national concerns following the 
recent incident in Colorado. 

One officer will be assigned to 
each of the two Elba schools, one 
will be community based and they 
will ‘all report to a unit supervisor, 
working directly under the police 
chief. The unit will concentrate on 
parks and other recreation areas 
during the summer months

teacher and mother of two students 
at Zion Chapel. “IUs just very sad 
that we've gotten to that point.” 

She said in the days following the 
shooting, she heard many of the stu- 
dents of Zion Chapel say how much 
this act of violence scared them. 
And, it was in talking with her own 
children and students that Hodge 
said she wondered where this kind 
of violence would end. 

“I felt sorry for the kids of the 
school and the families of those who 
were killed,” said Eric Jordan, a 
senior at Elba High School. “And, | 
hope this sort of thing never happens 
here.” 

Charles Pearce, superintendent of 
the Elba City Schools, said the 
morning after the shooting in 
Colorado the faculty and administra 
tion met to review the systems plan 
to let everyone know to be more 
aware and cautious. 

“An event like this is°one of the 
greatest fears an administrator has,” 
said Pearce. “You hope and pray 
that it never happens, but there is 
always the possibility that it could 
happen. We must try to be familiar 
with the plan in case tragedy does 
strike.” 

Elba High School Principal 
Danny Weeks said being fully pre- 
pared for gunshots being fired in a 
school is almost impossible, but he 
feels the safety plan adopted by the 
Elba City Schools along with strict 
guidelines will continue to make 
Elba schools safe. 

“It is a sad day when violence 
enters a school building,” Weeks 
said. “But, we have a plan in place 
here at Elba, and I truly believe that 
our students are safe.” 

He said besides the safety policy 
that was adopted by the board of 
education a few years back, Elba 
High School is one of the few 
schools which still imposes a strict

Hodge said it is a tragedy like the 
one in Colorado last week which 
suggests that parents, teachers and 
administrators must work to give 
kids something to believe in because 
she feels it was obvious that the two 
students at Columbine High School 
did not believe in anything. 

“We must help our students to 
believe in themself,” said Hodge. 
“Somehow we must let them know 
that there is always hope.” 

“Sometimes it seems hard to come 
to school because you never know 
What is going to happen,” Burks 
said. “Maybe now students who 
know about a problem will go to 
teachers or administrators quicker 
because of the scare these incidents 
have given us.” 

Bowden said the teachers and 
administration of the schools want 
the students to know that they can 
come forward if a problem exists. 

“The students are the ones who 
will more than likely know if there 
is a problem within a school,” 
Bowden said. “It is our job to listen 
to what the students tell us, take that 
information seriously and follow up 
on it.” 

“This incident has certainly made 
me start looking at things different- 
ly.” said Hodge. “I don’t just take 
things at face value anymore. Tam 
more cautious in knowing what's

prevented the complete takeover of 


our state's political system by the 
gambling industry, thanks to the 
courage and determination of a few 
State senators and Lt. Gov. Steve 
Windom 

Despite the fact millions of dol- 
lars were spent last fall to defeat 
anti-gambling incumbents, includ- 
ing the hapless Fob James, the gam- 
bling interests were not able to buy 
enough votes in the Senate to pass 
both the lottery and video poker 
bills. There were two keys to stop- 
ping the video poker bill: the deter- 
mination of five Republican sena- 
tors led by Sen.

U.S. House Gives Schools 
Funding Flexibility 

One of the top priorities of the 
conservative Congress is to give 
America’s schools the tools and 
flexibility they need to properly 
educate our children. 

Recently, the U.S. House of 
Representatives came one step clos- 
er towards bringing much-needed 
relief to our schools and improving 
the academic achievement of our 
students with the passage of the 
Education Flexibility Partnership 
Act of 1999 (HR 300). 

The federal government often 
Weighs in on local school matters in 
a counterproductive and burden- 
some way by tying federal educa- 
tion funds to restrictive regulations. 

These time-consuming regula- 
tions often hinder a school’s ability 
to provide students with effective 
educational opportunities. An 
example is the administrative bur- 
den schools face in completing 
applications for federal assistance 
and documenting their need for 
funds. 

Some requirements are truly 
needed, but many times, the paper- 
work is simply excessive. This 
results in schools spending more 


time filling out paperwork and less 
time devoted to our children’s edu- 
cational development. 

Often times Washington does not 
recognize that every state, school 
district and local school in America 
is different. As a result, federal 
bureaucrats don’t allow local 
schools flexibility to mold federal 
education assistance to meet their 
individual needs. 

Right now, only 12 states are 
allowed to participate in the 
Education Flexibility Partnership 
Demonstration program that per- 
mits states to waive federal educa- 
tion regulations. This program pro- 
vides them a powerful new tool to 
improve education and meet the 
needs of students. At the same time, 
the program has strong provisions 
to make schools accountable for 
student achievement results. 

The House’s passage of education 
flexibility legislation takes us a step 
closer to expanding this unique pro- 
gram to all 50 states. Providing 
states and local schools with educa- 
tion flexibility will help them 
implement the most appropriate, 
effective learning programs for stu- 
dents.

If 
schools see that a federal program is 
not helping children make the 
grade, they should be able to cre- 
atively use these dollars in other 
ways. 

Texas has successfully used the 
Ed-Flex program to improve stu- 
dent performance by allowing 
schools to offer school-wide pro- 
grams to help disadvantaged chil- 
dren, changing the priorities for 
teacher professional development, 
and reducing administrative paper- 
work requirements.

The Ed-Flex legislation is strong- 
ly supported by all 50 Governors 
and a diverse group of organizations 
from the National Education 
Association to the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce. 

We must provide our schools with 
the opportunities to focus their time 
and energy away from federal 
paperwork and back in the class- 
room to educate America’s children.

Re-engineering Alabama System of Two-Year Colleges

Alabama’s two-year college sys- 
tem, like all others, must from time 
to time evaluate its role, scope, and 
mission, In May of . 1997, the 
Alabama State Board of Education 
appointed a Task Force to develop 
recommendations to guide the 
System’s development and direc- 
tion as it re-engineers itself to 
enhance services to its constituents. 
The recommendations of the Task 
Force, the Workforce Investment 
Act and other changes in federal 
legislation, and the need for a 
skilled workforce state-wide have 
all converged to serve as catalysts 
for change. This phenomenon 
serves to highlight the unique 
opportunity the confluence of 
change and leadership has brought 
about in Alabama, Never before 
have so many forces converged 
upon the two-year college system in 
Alabama with such magnitude, In 
many ways they rival or exceed the 
very forces that created the System 
The implications and opportunities 
for_re-engineering are simply stag 
gering. 

Yet, as the System embarks on 
this new journey, it realizes that the 
perception of its history as one of 
fragmentation, unnecessary dupli 
cation, and political influence is 
problematic, While much of this 
criticism about the System’s history 
is more perception than reality it is 
recognized that change is necessary, 
For the last decade The Alabama 
College System, through the leader- 
ship of the Alabama State Board of 
Education, has focused on the elim- 
ination of unnecessary duplication 
through merging and consolidating 
institutions. It has worked cohesive 
ly to enhance access and opportuni 
ty and demanded accountability, 
The political realities of the System 
will remain as they are until: (1) 
there are adequate resources avyail- 
able for funding K- 12, two-year 
colleges, and universities; and (2) 
its governance is no longer threat- 
ened, Notwithstanding the history 
of The Alabama College System, 
decision and policy makers, upon 
objective inspection, will find that 
there is no other system of educa- 
tion in Alabama that can provide for 


the educational and economic 
development needs of the state. 
With 30 public two-year colleges 
located strategically throughout the 
state, The Alabama College System 
should indeed be the premiere and 
presumptive deliverer of the first 
two years of undergraduate educa- 
tion, workforce training, and adult 
education. 

Under the leadership of the 
Alabama State Board of Education, 
two-year colleges have played an 
increasingly significant role in 
workforce development in 
Alabama. The Board now stands on 
the threshold of a revolution in 
workforce development which will 

make Alabama’s two-year col- 
leges the integral component of a 
unified, coordinated — structure 
preparing the state’s workforce for 
the global competition of the 211 
century, The juxtaposition of the 
Board’s Task Force recommenda- 
tions and the Workforce Investment 
Act of 1998 makes the Board the 
pivotal organization for delivering a 
comprehensive system of skilled 
workforce training to meet the 
future economic development 
needs of the state. 

The Board's Task Force recom 
mendations clearly parallel the 
Workforce Investment Act of 1998, 
That Act allows the Board to bring 
together the existing patchwork of 
fragmented and duplicative work- 
force training programs into a 
workforce development system 
for a new era of global competition, 
The new system unites postsec- 
ondary career technical training, 
adult education, the JTPA structure, 
the employment service structure, 
rehabilitation services, welfare ser- 
vices and other service providers 
with business and industry. The 
Workforce Investment Act presents 
the Board with the greatest opportu- 
nity of the last fifty years for creat- 
ing a world-class workforce devel- 
opment system for Alabama, The 
Board is the only entity capable of 
coordinating postsecondary career 
technical training, the contributions 
of other service providers, and the 
private sector involvement which 
has been the impetus for the cre- 
ation of the Board's Task Force, 

The State Board of Education, by 
coordinating its Task Force recom- 


mendations with the Workforce 


Investment Act, will increase the 
employment, retention, and earn- 
ings of Alabama’s workforce. It will 
improve the quality of the state's 
workforce, reduce welfare depen- 
dency, and enhance the productivity 
and competitiveness of the state.
